1 . D2 is regarded as the closest prior art because D2 
also addresses the problem of improving the 
adhesiveness of coatings of inter alia acrylate 
resins on substrates. 

However, a mixture of a radiation-hardenable compound 
and at least one contact adhesive is not obvious from 
D2 as a possible solution to the problem. 
The term "contact adhesive" is defined on page 31 of 
the present description. 

It is assumed that the additives B) in Dl, the method 
according to claims 1 to 11, and in D3, claim 1, also 
are not contact adhesives of this type . 
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D4 and D5 are only technological background. 

2 . The applicant has shown with examples and comparative 
examples (i.e. without the addition of AC resin as a 
contact adhesive) that the stated problem, namely- 
achieving better adhesion (to a surface) , has in fact 
been solved. This supports the involvement of the 
required inventive step (PCT Article 33(3)). 

3 . However, the Examining Authority recommends defining 
the subject matter of the very broadly worded claim 1 
more precisely, for example, as defined in claim 3 
and as specified on page 31, sixth paragraph, as 
"particularly suitable". 

But perhaps the criterion of the miscibility of the 
contact adhesive with the radiation-hardenable 
compositions according to page 30, lines 24-31, is 
also an essential feature, in which case it belongs 
in the main claim. 
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
